Tam forry to fay, I am oblig’d here te 


call Begging an Employment, fince °tis 
plain, if there is more Work than Hands 
to perform it, no Man, that has his Limbs 
and his Senfes, need beg, and thofe that 
have not, ought to be put ina Conditien 
Not to wantit. 

So that Begging is a meer Scandal ia the 
General; in the Able, ’tis a Scandal upos 
their Induftry 3 and in the Impotent, ’tis a 
Scandal upon the Country. 

Nay, the Begging as now praétis’d, is a 
Scandal upon our Charity, and perhaps .the 
Foundation of a our prefent Grievance— 
How can it be pofiible then, any Man or 
Woman, who being found in Body and 
Mind, may, as’tis apparent they may, have 
Wages for their Work, fhould be fo bafe, fo 
meanly fpiritedas to beg an Alms for God's 
fake Truly, the Scandal lies on our 
Charity, and People have {uch a Notion in 
England of being pitiful and charitable, 
that they encourage Vagrants, and bya 
miftaken Zeal,de more Harm than Good. 

_ This is alarge Scene, and much might be 
faid upon its I fhall abridge it as much as 
pofiible-————The Poverty of England does 
not lie among the craving Beggars, but a- 
mong poor Families, where the Children 
are numefous, and where Death or Sickne({s 
has depriv d them of the Labour of the Fa- 
ther; thefe are the Houfes, that the Sons 
and Daughters of Charity, if they would 
order it well, fhould feek out and relieve; 
an Alms ill dire&ted may be Charity to the 
particular Perfon, but becomes an Iojury to 
the Publick, and no Charity tothe Nation. 5 
and the Reafon, why f@ many pretend to 
want Work, is, that they can live fo well 
with the Psetence of wanting Work, they 
would be mad to leave it, and work im 
earneft. And I affirm of my own Know- 
ledge, when I have wanted a Man for la- 
bouring Work, and offer'd 9 s. per Week to 
ftrouling Fel’»ws at my Door, they have 
frequently told me to my Face, they coal

. When Queen Eliztheth had gain’d her 
Point to the Manufadturies in England, fhe 
had fairly laid the Foundativa, fhe had 
thereby found out the Way, how every Fa- 
‘mily might live upon their own Labour;

been feverely put in Execution by our Ma- 
giftrates, “tis prefum’d, the Vagrant Poor 
had not fo encreas’d upon us, as they have. 
And it feems ftrange to me, from what 
juft Ground we proceed now upon other 
Methods, and fantie, that’tis now our Buli- 
nefs to find them Work,and to employ them, 
rather than to oblige them to find them: " 
felves Work, and go about it. 
From this miftaken Notion came af our 
Work-houfes and Corporations, and the 
fame Error with Submiffion, I prefume was 
the Birth of the Bill formerly depending in 
the laft Parliament, which enables every 
Parifh to ere&t the Woolen Maaufaétures 
within it felf, for employing their own 
Poor. .
